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Town hopes to double Fort George parking lot

The town of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake is looking into easing conges¬ 
tion in the Queen-Picton Heritage 
District by doubling the number of 
parking spaces at the Fort George 
parking lot owned by Parks Can- 

Council approved hiring a con¬ 
sultant Monday for the design, 
engineering and preparation of 
tenders for expansion of the park¬ 
ing lot that currendy accommo¬ 
dates about 200 vehicles. Approval 
in principle was also given to sign 
an agreement with Parks Canada 
for managing the lot that would 
include capital improvements, 
parking enforcement and reve¬ 
nue-sharing. 

Responding to concerns 
expressed from councillors about 
the cost to the town for the build¬ 
ing and maintenance of the new 


lot and projected revenues, Lord 
Mayor Pat Darte said "nothing is 
happening at this point” until the 
financial details are determined. 

"Parks Canada has veto powers,” 
he added. “It’s their land." 

A staff report noted that conges¬ 
tion in the heritage district affects 
the quality of life for residents due 
to visitor parking in their neigh¬ 
bourhoods and feedback from 
business owners shows the short¬ 
age of parking negatively impacts 
tourists’ experiences. 

In recent discussions, Parks 
Canada has proposed the town 
take over long-term management 
of the existing parking lot along 
with an expansion of up to 210 
spaces. The current lot is designed 
to accommodate 190 cars, 21 
buses and 10 recreational vehi- 

A 2010 parking study showed 
a shortage of 130 parking spots 
within two blocks of the Queen- 
Picton corridor during peak tour-

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Ken Reid loses his beloved Kea 


“Keep smiling." 

All who knew Kea Reid will rec¬ 
ognize the words she lived by - the 
words she always said when parting, 
or at the end of the letters or cards 
she wrote. 

The Niagara-on-the-Lake woman, 
who with her husband Ken worked 
as the town’s animal control offic¬ 
ers for the last 16 years, died Sun¬ 
day night, surrounded by family, in 
a Hamilton hospital. She had been 
taken to the hospital Sunday, Feb. 21, 
after suffering a heart attack. She was 
60 years old. 

Kea and Ken had been together for 
more than 40 years, and were insepa¬ 
rable. Family say they are one person 
- that is how they are thought of, says 
Laurie Reid, Ken's sister-in-law. 

“Nobody ever just said 'Ken,' or 
‘Kea.’ It was always Ken and Kea,”' 
said Laurie. 

Ken is devastated, emotionally dis¬ 
traught, she said - Kea was the love of 
his life, and everything they did, they 
did together 

“They met when they were just 
kids. It seems like they have always 
been together" says Laurie. 

But the huge outpouring of sup¬ 
port since Kea's condition was made 
public has helped him immensely, 
Laurie said. 

“He's overwhelmed to know how 
much everybody cares, that they 
touched so many people." 

The whole family has been over¬ 
come with emotion from the flood of 
phone calls in support of Ken, from 
people who want to help, she said. 

“I had no idea they touched so 


many people. I knew they were good 
people, that they took their job to 
heart and helped a lot of people, but 
I can't believe the number of calls 
we've had from families Ken and Kea 
helped. They took their job so much 
further than they were expected to, 
getting involved and searching for 
hours, knowing how important it was 
to a family who had lost a dog. They 
had such big hearts - they were more 
than dog catchers or canine control 
officers, they were caregivers.’’ 

Unfortunately, under contract to 
the town for the services they were 
providing, Ken has no benefits, no 
sick pay, and at the moment, there is 
no way he can work, said Laurie. 

They have been living in a house 
that's more than 100 years old, one 
that was passed down through Kea’s 
family, and has no heat - his furnace 
isn'tworking. 

They have been so dedicated to 
the work they do, and have given so 
much of themselves to their family, 
friends and community,’'it’s time we 
give something back,” says Laurie. 

Whenever anyone needed help, 
whenever there was a family mem¬ 
ber that needed looking after, Kea 
was always there for them, making 
sure everyone’s looked after. 

It was the same with their busi¬ 
ness, which was more of a passion 
thanajob. 

Whatever the time, whatever the 
weather, they'd go to look for a miss¬ 
ing pet, or to pick up a dog that had 
been found wandering - although 
their contract didn't require a 
24-hour response, they were so dedi¬ 
cated that they chose to make it their 
job to be available. 

Sylvia Winter is one of the many 
NOTL residents who has been 


helped by Ken and Kea - beginning 
soon after she moved here, and lost 
one of her Newfoundland dogs. They 
were able to find the dog quickly, and 
since she takes in strays, they have 
come to her aid several time since, 
becoming friends in the process. 

“They would sit down for a cup 
of coffee, and then they'd get a call 
about an animal and they’d leave. It 
didn't matter what time it was.” 

They took their position very seri¬ 
ously, and very personally, said Win¬ 
ter and through their job, got to know 
people in the community. If they 
knew someone who wasn't doing 
well, they would do their best to help, 
she said. 

“Now Ken needs our support,” 
said Laurie. As much as he has given

to others throughout the years, it’s 
our time to give back to him, even if 
it’s just to take the time to send posi¬ 
tive thoughts their way. He needs our 
thoughts and our prayers.” 

A trust account was being set up at 
the TD bank, but the account number 
wasn't available at press ti 


tor of the Lincoln County Humane 
Society, said he has offered to pick up 
the slack until Ken's back to work - he 
will take Ken's calls, he said, as Ken, 
for many years, helped the humane 
society when it received a call about 
an animal that needed to be picked 
up in NOTL. 

Lord Mayor Pat Darte is set to 
organize a fundraiser, and says he 


knows “tons of people will be willing 
to help out,” but is holding off until 
he’s sure it’s necessary. The immedi¬ 
ate need, he said, is to help Ken get 
through the coming days and weeks, 
“and there is lots of support out there 
to help him through it”

The operation is now licensed to 
use up to 350,000 square feet for pro¬ 
duction, making it the largest legal 
marijuana growing business in Canada, 
he said, but will grow in increments to 
meet demand. 

Tweed Farms is one of three medical 
marijuana facilities owned by the pub¬ 
licly-traded Canopy Growth Corp. The 
other two are in Smith Falls and Toronto. 

Footman says a much bigger issue to 
him than the judge’s decision on medi¬ 
cal marijuana legislation is the Liberals’ 
promise to regulate and legalize recrea¬ 
tional marijuana. 

There are 38,000 patients licensed to 
grow marijuana under the old regime, 
and about the same number registered 
with commercial growers, but according 
to Canadian statistics, “15 per cent of the 
population, about half a million people, 
are recreational users," Footman said. 

“I’m looking at the big picture and 
waiting for the road map for recrea¬ 
tional use. Tweed Farms has the capac¬ 
ity to grow 20,000 kilos a year now, and 
has approximately 25 per cent of the 
market share (of medical marijuana).” 

Statistics indicate the Canadian con¬ 
sumption of recreational marijuana 
users could exceed a million kilograms

a year, said Footman. 

“Clearly the recreational market is 
10 times greater than the market for 
medicinal marijuana. 

The federal court decision means the 
federal government will have two issues 
to address, likely in separate legislation, 
he said - one to refine the current legisla¬ 
tion for commercial medical marijuana 
operations, eliminating any violations of 
charter rights, the other to address legal 
production of marijuana for recreational 
use, dealing with rules and regulations 
similar to those that control the produc¬ 
tion and sale of alcohol.

$300B monster debt 
casts long shadows 


E ven if Ontario’s government 
announced on Thursday that 
it was delivering a balanced 
budget for 2016-2017 - that is, a 
budget with no deficit - it would 
still be delivering a budget in 
which approximately $11 billion 
is being set aside to pay for the 
interest on the provincial debt. 

That debt, now approaching $300 
billion, is a monster whose shadow 
falls on every ministry, every 
government department, every 
provincial agency, and whose 
shadow will fall on every provincial 
budget for decades to come. 

Indeed, the province will spend 
more money this year on debt 
interest than it will on community 
and social services, or on colleges 
and universities. And the amount 
of money it will spend to service 
the debt will grow in coming 
years, especially since the debt is 
being fed with even more deficit 
spending. 

Yet Finance Minister Charles 
Sousa continues to promise a 
balanced budget for 2017-18 - but 
not for this year. On Thursday, 
he and Premier Kathleen Wynne 
will be delivering a budget with 
yet another deficit. Ontario hasn't 
seen a balanced budget in almost a 

And that’s the problem. After 
nine consecutive budget deficits, 
Ontario’s debt has doubled. In 
the 2007-08 fiscal year, the debt 
stood at $153 billion. Thirty years 
ago, in the 1986-87 fiscal year, the 


debt was $31.5 billion. 

It's not only a Liberal problem. 
Over three decades, Ontario has 
been managed by Progressive 
Conservative, New Democrat 
and Liberal governments, all of 
whom were mostly incapable of 
living within their means. But 
the Liberals, first under Dalton 
McGuinty and now under Kathleen 
Wynne, have accelerated that form 
of fiscal irresponsibility while 
denying its existence. 

“What matters is that we 
continue to invest and stimulate 
economic growth," Sousa has said. 
"What matters is that we stay on 
plan, what matters is that we take 
a balanced approach to achieve 
what’s necessary.” 

The public seems to agree. 
Numerous Liberal deficits didn’t 
faze the electorate almost two 
years ago when Wynne was 
returned with a majority mandate. 
And during last summer’s 
federal election campaign, talk 
of balancing the federal books 
produced mostly yawns. Only 
Justin Trudeau's resolve to run a 
budget deficit was greeted with any 
enthusiasm. It's one promise he’ll 

But such policy, with the public's 
support or not, is not good public 
policy. Debt that is uncontrolled 
has the capacity to control and 
dictate public spending - as it 
already is doing in Ontario.

Despite itslackofwinemak- 
ing ability the humble Con¬ 
cord grape supported the in¬ 
dustry until the 1940s. Think 
back to Baby Duck (still sold 
through the LCBO) and Cha¬ 
teau Gai wines. 

Brock University 
has acellarwithsome ofthose 
“gems” that sitonashelfasa 
reminder of the region’s his¬ 


tory. 

“We’re fairly young still; 
we’rebarely67yearsoldcom- 
pared to other wine regions in 
the world, said Debbie Zim¬ 
merman CEO of Grape Grow¬ 
ers Ontario. 

In fact, many feel that the 
established wine regions like 
France and Italy have 300 to 
400years overthe new world 
wine regions. 

It wasn’t until Paul Bose, 
KarlKaiser,JohnMarynissen 
and Ewald Reif amongst oth¬ 
ers entered the story that Nia¬ 
gara started to turn the comer 
regarding quality wines. 

Now Niagara is known as 
one of the pre-eminent wine 


regions of Canada and be¬ 
cause of the popularity of 
icewine around the world. 

And there seems to be no 
stop to its growth. 

Froma2015 report by Wine 
Council of Ontario, the indus¬ 
try grew from 60 wineries in 
2003to more than 150 winer¬ 
ies in 2015. 

And the regions have ex¬ 
panded as well, with new op¬ 
portunities in Lake ErieNorth 
Shore, Prince Edward County 
and other emerging areas of 
Holland Marsh, etc. 

Butthe largest wine region 
remains Niagara.

No oth¬ 
er agricultural commodity 
brings in the level of taxation 
that the wine industry does,” 
said Schmidt. 

‘We’ve calculated that eve¬ 
ry tonne of Ontario grapes 
generates about $6,000 of 
government taxes and LCBO 
markups.” 

He compared that to about 
$600 (before the downturn) 
created from every tonne of 
material from the oil sands. 

“Over and above the dol¬ 
lars and cents, I’ve got about a 
hundred employees working 
here, that’s a hundredfamilies 
were supporting in one form 
or another,” said Schmidt. 
“We’re ensuring the viability 
of land that the government 
has prescribed as a green- 
belt, and we can’t do anything 
else with it. We can grow the 
grapes here; we can make the 
wine consumers want It’s just 
we need more shelf.”
